Between 400 and 460 souls are believed .to have perished in a 
tragic shipping disaster in the early ‘hours of this morning. The 
. vesgel in question is the: Chinese 3. “Hsinwah” (owned by the 
China Merchants S.N. Co.), which was attempting to enter Hong 

- Kong harbour when she went down at one of the approaches, aout 
10 niles outside, after striking Wagian Island. 

Tributes to the heroism of 8 handful of Hong Kong fishermen | 
were paid by some of the survivors, who at present number 25, in- 
cluding one foreigner (the chief officer), the others being Chinese. 

Buffetted and tossed in the gale blowing just before daylight, 
the 22 men in one lifeboat were so numbed that not one of them could 
grab the ropes thrown to them by a rescuing junk. The fishermen 
had to jump‘in, tie the survivors up and then haul them aboard ‘in

“ARTIFICIAL SILK | 


_RAPID GROWTH OF THE 
INDUSTRY IN JAPAN 


TEIKOKU COMPANY'S OUTPUT 
It is scarcely ten: years-since the 
artificial silk industry was intro- 
duced into Japan, but the growth 
is quite remarkable. Tdikoku 
Rayon Co., the pioneer of this in- 
dustry in Japan,‘came into exist- 
Now artifictal 
silk companies number nine, and 
last year’s production was 
predicted to reach 16,000,000 1b. 
This figure shows ‘surprigingly 
large gains compared with those 
of the early years,.as shown 
below:—

The investment in this industry, 
which was only Yen 10,000,000 in 
‘1922, incrensed to Yen 14,500,000 
in 1924, and to Yen 69,600,000 in 
1926, and now stands’ at .Yen 
86,000,000. 

While most industries have re- 
mained depreased in recent hard 
times, the artificial silk industry 
has been an exception. It has kept 
active; demand has expanded and 
production has correspondingly 
grown, The future of the Indus- 
try looks bright.” - 

Domestic Demand 

Demand at home is put at some- 
thing like 16,000,000 Ib. a, year, 
most of which is to be met by home 
production, Imports have shrunk 
rapidly. The importa during, the 
first, six months of 1928 
totalled 105,387 kin, Valued at Yen 
243,467, against ' 451 900 kin in 
quantity and Yen 1,208,266 in value 
for the corresponding period of 
1927, Both quantity and value 
have declined to below one-fourth 
of the like period . of 1027, On 
the contrary, artificial silk exports 
have Increased. ‘Exports during 
the first half of 1928 amounted 
to 42,202 kin, valued at Yen 92,428, 
gains of 35,909 in quantity and 
Yen 76,109 in value, compared with 
the similar period of 1927. The 
exporta show signs of {increasing 
more ‘and more. ‘ Artificial silk’ 
textile exports hnve also increased 
signally, in recent years. As arti- 
ficial silk: textile exports are in-

exports in the statistics compiled 
by the Customs houses, it is diffi- 
cult to give figures of the increase.

‘ composer whose -“Barcarole” was 
particularly ‘charming’ and much 
‘applauded. Its glowing melodies 
were played with ene and ‘grace 
by Mra, Bonenfant gnd-she also 
gave. a sympathetle Interpretation 
of three: preludes by Col. Cardew. 
Mrs. Bonenfant carried the bur-. 
deni’ of the ‘inusic ‘on her shoulders 
‘and deserves all praise! She 
. played throughout the evening en- 
tirely from memory and yet never 
failed ‘in accuracy, ‘She has 
isbreaih h and power, yet can play 
with delightful delicacy when. oc- 
casion demanda. She had many 
recalls and was the reciptent of 
flowera:at the end of the evening, 
Her leadership and technique were 
Invaluable, in Col. Cardew’s “Trio 
for piano and strings.” The 
violin part was In the safe hands.
